The Primary’ Law 


When 
Gov ernor-elect 
McCray 
said the other day that he 
fav ored 
the repeal of the state primary law 
as it applies to candidates for pr^s^ 
idcnt, United States 
senator 
and 
gov ernor, he set off the safety v alv e 
of a storm of opinion in opposition 
to the law. Newspapers throughout 
Indiana hav e expressed strong re ­ 
sentment against the law during the 
last few day s, and the v ast majority 
of them hav e been presenting not 
ohly their own v iews, but the senti­ 
ment (1f t^ic people in their commun­ 
ities as well. 
* 
In his campaign for the 
nomina­ 
tion, the gov ernor-elect 
Tepeatedly 
sta.ted that he did not believ e 
the 
state primary law practical and he 
will be perfectly consistent id rec­ 
ommending to the forthcoming ses­ 
sion of the legislature that 
it 
be 
repealed. 
Tlie chief objection to th£ primary 
law is that if makes two campaigns 
necessary for the candidate who is 
nominated and 
the 
expense 
at* 
taehed to such 
a campaign is prohi­ 
bitiv e for men of ordinary 
means. 
Furthermore, it settje8 nothing in a 
presidential contest when the pre­ 
ferential primary does not rule in 
the selection 
of candidates 
in 
all 
states. 
No doubt the primary has its ad­ 
v antages in the selection of a coun­ 
ty ticket because a campaign for a 
county office* nomination 
can 
be, 
made without any great 
expense 
where the people go to the polls and 
v ote for their choice. The objection 
to the conv ention sy stem ds that po­ 
liticians can manipulate conv entions 
to suit their ulterior motiv es, 
but 
this can ^e remov ed 
if the v oters 
will take as much interest in a de­ 
legate conv ention as they do in a 
primary election. 
The disadv antages of -they prim­ 
ary , howev er, far outweigh the ad­ 
v antages. Aside from the fact that 
it rpakes a .nomination v ery expen­ 
siv e, the primary also makes it pos­ 
sibly for an unlimited 
number 
of 
candidates to get into the race and 
so div ide the opposition to any giv ­ 
en canidate who is not worthy and 
well qualified, that he may squeeze 
in.

It has been customary In recent 
y ears for the Department of State to 
draft each Thanksgiv ing proclama­ 
tion. 
After the draft hn^ been O. K.’d by 
the President it Is banded to the State’ 
department’s expert penman, who inj 
his copper-plate chirography writes it 
upon a large sheet of excellent parch­ 
ment, which is sent to the President 
for bis signature, and then returned 
to the State department to be signed 
by the secretary of state. 
Next it 
must be impressed witli the great seal 
of the United States, whose custodian 
will refuse to place it' ev en upon so 
Important a document unless author­ 
ized to do <so by a formOl warrant 
signed *hy the President, for the ipse 
Qf the great seal or the possession of 
an fnpression thereof without the 
Chief Executiv e’s written authority is 
a grav e offense, punishable by law. 
Indeed, the great seal—which was 
made by a jeweler at a cost of $10,000 
and which is kept locked in a great 
rosewood case—is the most sacred in­ 
strument used to the gov ernment. 
Hav ing had this hallowed cipher of 
the republic pressed Into it, the new 
Thanksgiv ing proclamation 
is 
filed 
away 
in 
the 
State 
department 
archiv es, later to be bound in its 
chronological order, with other accu­ 
mulated proclamations. 
Uncle Sam takes all of these tech­ 
nical‘pains merely to retain the hand­ 
somely written proclamation as his 
own souv enir. But before the instru­ 
ment half been filed away a ty pewrit­ 
ten copy is sent to the State .depart­ 
ment's official printer, who has a shop 
of his own in the basement of our fori 
eign office. 
His printed copies are 
giv en to the newspapers or to any one 
who wishes. 
Each of the ^tate gov ernors must 
also be sent on exact copy , but the de­ 
partment’s strict code of etiquette de­ 
mands that these copies must not be 
printed. They are ty pewritten and 
signed by the President’s and secre­ 
tary of state’s own hands. Each gov ­ 
ernor then seconds this mov e of the 
President in appointing the annual 
feast day of thanks and pray er and, 
in their turn, the may ors of cities now 
generally second the mov e of their 
gov ernors. 
By such indirect means 
does the prompting of the nation’s 
thanks theoretically reach the people, 
who actually receiv e it directly from 
the President himself through that 
eliminator 
of 
red-tape 
delay s—the 
daily newspaper. 
In some localities 
the bishops receiv e the proclamation 
from the gov ernors and hand it down 
in circular form to the lesser clergy , 
who read It from their pulpits upon 
the Sabbath following its issuance. In 
parts of New England *t is still the 
custom to read the proclamation from 
the pulp't on two Successiv e Sunday s. 
These infinite pains are taken, de­ 
spite the fact that there Is nothing in 
the federal statute authorizing a Pres­ 
ident to set apart/such a .‘holy dny T 
But the proclaniiatibns makfe the hole 
day legal.

HOUGH comparativ ely new 
.in English, the word “cam­ 
ouflage” -has struggled along in 
French fo r' sev eral centuries, 
during which time it has boon 
surrounded as used in connec­ 
tion" with the French with a 
number of meanings, most of 
them of a slangy or colloquial 
nature. 
The term, as used in 
connection with tlie French the­ 
ater, signified “make-up” and it 
>was the "Scene painters of the 
Parisian stage that carried it 
with them' into tlie war and 
planted it in military slang. The 
British Tommy soon adopted the 
noun 
and, 
almost 
ov ernight, 
added its use as an adjectiv e 
and also as a v erb—apply ing 
it to all kinds of concealment, 
whether mental, moral, spiritual 
or phy sical. 
' 
While the word itself is new 
to the English language, and 
comparativ ely modern ev en in 
French, the use of deceptiv e de­ 
v ices to fool the enemy dates 
back to the dawn4 of history . In 
the Bible, for* example, we find 
the ruse by which Gideon, with 
only 300 men, defeated a force 
of 135,000 Midianites by giv ing 
each of his men a pitcher eon: 
tnining a light.* 
The "military 
custom of that any decreed that 
only the commander of a com­ 
pany should carry a light, so, 
when the Midianites saw 300 
lights approaching them from 
v arious directions, they natural­ 
ly thought they were being. at­ 
tacked by a large force, broke 
and fled.

HORSE HAIR BRUSHES 


Shaving Brush Anthrax is Contract­ 
ed Only When Brush is Made of 
Horse Hair Says Expert

of anthrax have been traced. 
He says:

Health 
Service has made every e’ffort pos­ 
sible nnder existing laws and regu- 
ations 
to prevent the occurrence 
of anthrax due to infected 
shaving 
brushes, hut in spite of its efforts 
anthrax # enses occur and will con­ 
tinue to 
occur 
unless 
the public 
ceases 
to buy and use horse-hair 
brushes for shaving. 
“ It is the consensus 
of expert 


opinion that shaving-brush anthrax 
is contracted only when the shaving 
brush is made of horse-hair; 
and 
Coogress at the next Session will be 
asked to prohibit the use of horse 
hair for that purpose. It is doubtful 
however, if any effective measures 
can be taken by health officials to 
curtail 
the use of the horse-hair 
shaving brushes now in trade chan­ 
nels, some of which are presumably 
infected, except a direct warning to 
the public not to buy or use such 
brushes.” 
Dr. Gumming strongly urges

of such an appeal by state

official and its widest pos­ 
sible publicity,

by tie secretary of .s.tate. Next .;lt 
must be impressed with.the great seal 
of the United States, whose custodian 
will refuse to place it' even, upon so 
Important a document- unless author- 
ized to do co-by a formal warrant, 
signed'by the President, for the-use 
of tlie great seal or the possession of 
an iripression thereof . without the 
Chief Executive's Written authority is 
a grave 'offense, punishable by law.
